Prom tidewater at Phila- 


delphia, to the Ohio river at 
Pittsburgh, these markers 
were placed on concrete posts 
along the old route of Penn- 
sylvania's "Main Street of 
America." The 
medallions 


were imbedded in the concrete 
near the top of each post. 


They served not only as 


a memorial to the man whose 
Gettysburg Address, as much 
as the battle, helped make 
Gettysburg the shrine of a 
nation, but also to designate, 
along with other markers, the 
route of the first transcon- 
tinental highway.

New York, Sept. 2 (J*—Extensive 
remains of a primitive group of 
hunters, who roamed the American 
west

FUGITIVE SHOT 


TO DEATH BY 


TWO DEPUTIES 


Tampa, Fla., Sept. 2 An — Florida s 
biggest 
m anhunt 
in 
years 
was 
brought to an end yesterday when 
a snarling, knife-wielding fugitive 
was cut down by a blast of shotgun 
and pistol fire in an orange grove. 
With 21 wounds in his body, 34- 
year-old John Calvin Russell gasped 
to officers, “you fellow's have killed 
m e r l in glad you did.” , 
Two sheriffs deputies. Bob Spoon­ 
er and Harvard Frazier, trapped the 
elusive 
fugitive 
from

murder 
charge and called out to him to 
surrender, 
In reply, the dark-haired, athletic. 
Russell defiantly charged the depu­ 
ties in a wild. knife-swinging dash 
Spooner fired three rounds from 
a &awed-off .shotgun and Harvard 
shot 4 times with his 38-caliber re­ 
volver. The blasts caught Russell at 
full force and he crumpled to the 
ground He died a few minutes later. 
Murdered Aged Man 
He escaped Sunday night from 
the Pinellas county jail at Clear­ 
water 
For four days he eluded hundreds 
of regular and special officers. He 
was under indictm ent for the tor­ 
ture .slaying of 70-year-old Norman 
Browne who was found August 7 
slashed and stabbed and tied spread­ 
eagled to his bed in his home at 
Clearwater. 
Browne’s wife, also 70. was being 
tortured when neighbor-* came upon 
the scene. 
The neighbors, Mr. and Mrs. Miles 
Crum, were also assaulted by the in­ 
truder

month-old daughter, in her m other’s 
arms, wa.* injured internally during 
the assault.

Beautiful Lincoln Highway Emblems 


LINCOLN 


H IG H W A Y 


The Lincoln h i g h w a y , 
stretching from Philadelphia 
to Pittsburgh, and on to the 
Pacific coast, was once m ark­ 
ed along jts route by signs like 
the one shown on the left. 


They were placed by the 
Lincoln Highway association, 
and were familiar guideposts 
for many years, pointing the 
route of one of the most beau­ 
tiful highways in the United 
States, 
through 
rich 
farm 
lands, rolling hills, deep gorges 
and high mountains and cleav­ 
ing deep forests of pines, oaks 
and other trees. 


The signs were 15 inches in 
height, 
and 
shaped 
to 
fit 
around one side of a telephone 
or power line pole. Tile top 
band, with a white arrow, was 
red, the center with a large 
blue "L" and "Lincoln High­ 
way," was white, and the lower 
band blue. The colors were 
enamel. 


Few of the old markers re­ 
main. Most have become vic­ 
tims of time or vandalism. The 
enamel has chipped, but a 
few may still be seen, remi­ 
niscent of the days when the 
old path of immigration and 
trade from the Atlantic Sea­

Conestoga Trail 


The Conestoga wagon, originated 
In Lancaster county, and construct­ 
ed there and in Gettysburg in great 
numbers for overland transporta­ 
tion, much of it westward over the 
old Lincoln highway, filled a need 
for a vehicle 
which 
could carry 
heavy loads over the mountains to 
the west with u minimum amount of 
attention and repairs on tire way. 
In 1775, Benjamin Franklin, then 
postmaster of Philadelphia, under-

dition with 150 of these wagons and 
a number of horses, a contract 
which its commander testified had 
been executed "with great punctu­ 
ality and integrity."

Roadside Planting 


Driving west, after leaving Get- 


tysburg, the motorist sees the state's 
roadside planting project in trees 
and rose bushes along the sides of 
the highway as it passes over the 
rolling hills through Seven Stars to 
a point Just east of McKnightstown. 


A fork appears in the road ahead. 


To the right stretches the lanes of 
new concrete which bear slightly 
north to enter the end of the valley 
below Hilltown and begin the long, 
gradual ascent over Mt. Newman. To 
the left is the old Lincoln' Highway 
through McKnightstown and Cash- 
town 


The new road splits the forest 


and opens wide vistas in many 
places, in front, behind and at both 
sides, into deep valleys, over crests 
to other mountain ranges, south- 
ward to occasional glimpses of the 
old highway winding between heavy 
foliage and across farm lands and 
pass summer homes. 


Those who have had previews of 


the new section, during its construc- 
tion end immediately prior to its 
official opening, describe the drive as 
one of the greatest scenic routes 
anywhere. 


Panorama Of Beauty 


Driving eastward, ite ever-spread- 


ing panorama is equally as breath- 
taking Prom the top of the grade 
as the highway passes over Mt. 
Newman, all the way to the tower 
slopes just before the motorist drops 
into the valley before reaching Mc- 
Knightetown. th« countryside is 
spread before him in ever changing 
colors and overtones. On clear days 
miles away in the distance, can be 
seen the spire of the Church of the 
Abiding Presence at the Gettysburg 
Lutheran Theological seminary. And 
away in the distance again, is the 
Eternal Light Peace Memorial, on 
the battlefield at Gettysburg

What is true of the Caledonia

Beautiful Lincoln Highway Emblems 


The Lincoln h i g h w a y , 


stretching from Philadelphia 
to Pittsburgh, and on to the 
Pacific coast, was once mark- 
ed along jfs route by signf like 
the one shown on the left. 


They were placed by the 


Lincoln Highway association, 
and were familiar guideposts 
for many years, pointing the 
route of one of the most beau- 
tiful highways in the United 
States, through rich farm 
lands, rolling hills, deep gorges 
and high mountains and cleav- 
ing deep forests of pines, oaks 
and other trees. 


The signs were 15 inches in 


height, and shaped to fit 
around one side of a telephone 
or po*er line pole. The top 
band, with a white arrow, was 
red. 
the center with a large 


blue "L" .and "Lincoln High- 
way," 
was white, and the lower 


band blue. The colors were 
enamel. 


Few of the old markers re- 


main. Most have become vic- 
tims of time or vandalism. The 
enamel has chipped, but a 
few may still be seen, remi- 
niscent of the days when the 
old path of immigration and 
trade from the Attune Sea- 
board to the western frontiers 
was given the 'name of the 
Civil War president and au- 
thor of the Gettysburg Ad- 
dress.

ferent image of the country's vastness. But U. S. history, 
much of it no older than you are, has left its deepest crease 
along the braided trails of the fur traders, the Mormons, 
and the forty-niners. 


Today, by automobile as by ox team and prairie schooner, 


this crossing of thf> 42d parallel through three hour zones, 
over mountain, plains and desert, past countless changes of 
accent and outlook, remains one of the greatest of all 
American experiences.

With your dashboard radio tuned to a network station, 


a list of recommended hotels and restaurants in the glove 
compartment, and a pair of dark glasses over your eyes, you 
can turn the trip into a five-day session of sofa-sitting with 
the countryside whipping by your windows. Sight-seeing 
from a speeding car is like jumping off the Empire State 
Building and trying to peek in all the windows on the way- 
down.

The road itself dates back to the Whisky Rebellion when 


farmers hereabouts turned their corn into whisky because 
they couldn't haul the bulky grain to market. Their refusal 
to pay the federal excise tax on whisky brought home the 
need for better transportation and resulted in the first all- 
weather highway between Philadelphia and Pittsburgh. 


|nto Pittsburgh Traffic 


If you want a foretaste of superhighways to come, take 


the Pennsylvania Turnpike just west of Harrisburg. With 
the exception of the two-lane tunnels, it's 160 miles of di- 
vided four-lane highway—with broad curves, no traffic 
lights, no crossroads, and a 70-mile speed limit. Its shaved- 
down hills and tunnels save 9,000 feet of vertical climb. 


The speed of the pike almost completely detaches you from 


the countryside. The sudden flash of a lake or trout 
stream, a forgotten cemetery on a hillside, a red tractor 
tiny as a ladybug against a sloping field, all these are 
remote as something seen from a plane. At night the 
reflectors trace a starry path through the blackness^and 
the drum roll of tires over the tar seams is the timpani for 
music of the spheres.

The music stops abruptly when the turnpike ends and the 


road ahead rushes like hot sheet metal into the rolling mill 
of Pittsburgh traffic.

Into Pittsburgh Traffic 


If you want a foretaste of superhighways to come, take 
the* Pennsylvania Turnpike just west of Harrisburg. With 
the exception of the two-lane tunnels, ifs 160 miles of di­ 
vided four-lane highway—with broad curves, no traffic 
lights, no crossroads, and a 70-mile speed limit. Its shaved- 
down hills and tunnels save 9,000 feet of vertical climb. 
The speed of the pike almost completely detaches you from 
th** countryside. The sudden dash of a lake or trout 
stream, a forgotten cemetery on a hillside, a red tractor 
tiny as a ladybug against a sloping field, all these are 
remote as something seen from a plane. At night the 
retie* tors trace a starry path through the blackness and 
the drum roll of tires over the tar seams is the timpani for 
music of the spheres. 
T he music stops abruptly whe-n the turnpike ends and the 
road ahe*ad rushes Ilk*- hot sheet metal into the rolling mill 
of Pittsburgh traffic.

The smog rests in the valleys as pray and inert as an oyster 
in the half shell. 
Entering the Middle West somewhere west of Pittsburgh 
and driving across the rich farm lands of Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois gives you the same sense of relief and security you 
might feel coining out of the rain into a kitchen steaming 
with vittles. It isn’t only the prosperity you see reflected in 
the freshly painted barns, the modern farm equipment and 
the plump cattle. It’s the pride the people out here have 
found in their job of helping to feed the world. 
In Indiana you pull up beside a farm truck heaped high 
with com and ask the man behind the wheel what it's worth. 
'• ’Bout a hundred lives. I reckon," he will answer. 
The "I reckon" is no mere colloquialism. Along the entire 
length of the highway dedicated to the Great Emancipator 
you'll find a lot to reckon with. Most of the hotels and tour­ 
ist courts exclude Negroes and in almost every roadside cafe 
hangs a notice: "The Management Reserves the Right to 
Seat Its Patrons." 


In Illinois you gas up at a country church which has 
been turned into a filling station. No parson ever looked

Fisher got almost $2,000,000 in pledges. Some of the 
money was used later to plant half a dozen "seedling miles" 
of concrete pavement along the worst stretches of dirt road. 
These life rafts in a sea of mini brought home the need for 
hard roads as nothing else could. 
But paving a coast-to-coast highway was biting ofT con­ 
siderably more than the young automobile industry could 
chew. The late Henry IL Joy, Packard Company president 
who took over the movement where Fisher left off, soon 
turned the Lincoln Highway Association into a high-pow­ 
ered "educational bureau." Instead of building the high­ 
way, the association "proclaimed it." 


Declare Legal Holidays 


To celebrate the "opening.’’ six states declared legal holi­ 
days and set off bonfires along a thousand miles of the 
route. Slogans like "See America F irst" and "Tighten The 
Union" plus the patriotic appeal of Lincoln’s name brought 
in contributions from as far as Alaska and the Hawaiian 
Islands. Every community along the way had its Lincoln 
Highway "consul" to stir up local interest. In the West, 
whole towns shut up shop for "road days" when public- 
spirited citizens turned out with pickaxes and shovels to 
lay culverts and fill chuckholes. 
But actual road building was still in the hands of counties 
and townships which had no intention of taxing themselves 
for the convenience of outsiders who burned up the roads in 
"devil wagons," as some newspapers still referred to autos. 
Obviously, good roads would have to wait till federal and 
stati* governments spent the money to build them. 
The Lincoln Highway backers set out to create the de­ 
mand for a road system on which ordinary Americans could 
drive anywhere in the nation. It was a large order. In the 
days before World War I, the idea of motorizing the com­ 
mon man sounded preposterous. The newly elected Presi­ 
dent, Woodrow Wilson, sent in his $5 check for membership 
number one in the Lincoln Highway Association. But only 
a few years before. Professor Wilson of Princeton had said: 
"Nothing has spread socialistic feeling in this country more 
than the automobile. . . . They are a picture of wealth with 
ail its independence and carelessness." 
" I ’ll never insure a gasoline can on wheels, the noisy,, 
stinking things," said the president of one of our biggest 
life insurance companies. 


'The Lincoln highu'ay spanned the state many years ago just as it 
spans the nation today, but the route h a s far different from the new

Every now and then it goes on 
a bender and lords it over the countryside, but ordinarily it’s 
just a creek with delusions of grandeur running its muddy 
fingers through the prairies. 
After you’ve driven west a couple of hundred miles, the 
grass thins out, the telephone lines begin to quiver and the 
cattle, looking more alert and self-reliant, stand with their 
tails against the wind. This is “sand-hill” country..The hills, 
called “whitecaps” out here, roll westward like surf. They’re 
pocked with “blowouts” where’cattle have stamped out or 
eaten away tin* grassy covering and howlers have blown 
away the topsoil and scooped out the red sand beneath. 


Open, Windswept Hills 


These open, windswept hills were among the first of the 
Western lands to be homesteaded and it was tough going 
for the pioneers. To help them laugh at their hardships, they 
invented Febold, a sort of Paul Bunyan of the prairies. Then 
as now* the land was almost hare and it was hard to find 
timber for fence posts— but not for Febold. Ile dug holes in

Automobiles Need Roads 


''The automobile won't ever get anywhere t i l l it has roads 


to travel on," Fisher told a ^roup of automobile manu- 
facturers whom he called together. Then he told them what 
they couid do about it: To wake up the country to the need 
for good roads, he wanted the automobile industry to build a 
"coast-to-coast rock highway." to be financed out of a self- 
imposed levy on gross income. 


Fisher got almost $2,000,000 in pledges. Some of the 


money was used later to plant half a dozen "seedling miies" 
of concrete pavement along the worst stretches of dirt road. 
These life rafts in a sea of mud brought home the need for 
hard roads as nothing else could. 


But paving a coast-to-coast highway was biting off con- 


siderably more than the young automobile industry could 
chew. The late Henry B. Joy. Packard Company president 
who took over the movement where Fisher left off, soon 
turned the Lincoln Highway Association into a high-pow- 
ered "educational bureau." Instead of building the high- 
way, the association "proclaimed it." 


Declare Legal Holidays 


To celebrate the "opening," six states declared legal holi- 


davs and set off bonfires along a thousand miles of the 
route. Slogans like "See America First" and "Tighten The 
Union" plus the patriotic appeal of Lincoln's name brought 
in contributions from as far as Alaska and the Hawaiian 
Islands. Every community along the way had its Lincoln 
Highway "consul" to stir up 'local interest. In the West, 
whole towns shut up shop for "road days" when .public- 
spirited citizens turned out with pickaxes and shovels 'to 
lay culverts and fill chuckholes, 


*But actual road building was still in the hands of counties 


and townships which had no intention of taxing themselves 
for the convenience of outsiders who burned up the roads in' 
"devil wagons," as some newspapers still referred to autps. 
Obviously, good roads would have to wait till federal and 
state governments spent the money to build them. 


The Lincoln Highway backers set out to create the de- 


mand for a road system on which ordinary Americans could 
oirive anywhere in the nation. It was a,large order. In the 
days before World War I, the idea of-motorizing the com- 
mon man sounded preposterous. The pewly elected Presi- 
dent, Wopdrpw Wilson^ sent in his $5 check for membership 
number one in the Lincoln Highway Association. But only 
a few years before. Professor Wilson of Princeton had said :• 
"Nothing has spread socialistic feeling in this country more 
than the automobile... . . They are a picture of wealth with 
all its independence arid carelessness."

tho fall, let ’em freeze pood and tight, then just before the 
first thaw he dup them up, pave them a pood coat of paint 
and strung barbed wire on them. 
Such examples of ingenuity were not lost on one real-life 
Nebraskan once known as Weenie Wurst Dick. It used to be 
the custom, whenever men gathered, to hail a boy from the 
street and send him out for beer in a tin container called a 
“prowler.” Weenie Wurst Dick, who hawked sandwiches 
and tamales on the street, used to wait for the boy to 
emerge from the saloon, engage him in conversation, and 
drink his fill of beer through a rubber hose concealed in his 
sleeve and inserted into the prowler. Today, Weenie Wurst 
Dick is a millionaire. 
The real hero in these parts, though, is V\ illiam I* rederick 
Cody who earned his nickname Buffalo Rill a- a meat hunter 
for the Kansas Pacific’s construction crews. Photographs of 
Cody, with the wide-brimmed hat set at a rakish angle over 
his long hair, cover more wall space in North Platte than 
Stalin's image iii Moscow—in proportion to population any­ 
how. 


Much Wild West Flavor 


Cody had a ranch just outside of town and it was here, to 
celebrate a Fourth of July, that he put on the first of hi* 
famous Wild West shows. 
Most of the Wild West flavor you’ll find from here to 
the coast is a hang-over from the building of the Union 
Pacific railway, whose tracks you follow much of the way 
across the West. Huge Congressional subsidies made tile 
building of the railroad a race for empire and gave th** 
Union Pacific almost 10,000,000 acres of Nebraska and 
Wyoming to dispose of in the land stampede from the east­ 
ern United States and even from Europe. 
The Union Pacific’s army of Irish construction workers 
surged westward from Omaha while the (’entral Pacific’s 
Chinese coolies raced eastward across the Sierras from Sac­ 
ramento. Before Congress finally fixed Promontory, Utah, 
as the meeting place, the U. P. had graded all the way 
west to central Nevada, and the < . P. clear east to Echo, 
Utah—with the Irish and the Chinese waging warfare along 
hundreds of miles of parallel right of way. 


Every Man For Himself 


“ Hell on Wheels** was the name given to the U. P.’s con­ 
struction camp which moved along the track as it was laid. 
It housed and fed not only the workers but the gamblers and 
sundry hangers-on and included a “ big top” IOO feet long 
with a brass band, dance door, saloon and casino. W herever 
it paused to set up a division headquarters, it planted a new 
town— Kearney, North Platte in Nebraska; Julesburg in 
Colorado; Cheyenne, Laramie, Rawlins and Rock Springs 
in Wyoming. 
In most cases, land speculators, acting on tips, grabbed

iif) the choice locations at spots picked for the division points 
and set lip the towns in advance. The saloon and brothel 
came first, then the cemetery, then the post office. In the 
mad scramble, it was every man for himself, and you were 
either quick on the draw or it was no breakfast forever. 
Those days are long past, but Westerners still like to keep 
flu memory alive. “ It’s tamed down some,” admits the Wyo­ 
ming cowboy in a roadside tavern. “The last real killing 
spell we had in this part was last year when they was ten of

Across Top Of World 


Since the first Hudson's Bay trappers roamed this country 


about 150 years ago, Wyoming has provided a soaring, 
natural bridge across the Rockies. About the time fur pelts 
got scarce, the trappers found they could make a living 
taking in the emigrants' exhausted oxen and cattle, fat- 
tening them up on the range, and trading them again. That 
was the start of Wyoming's ranching. It also had something 
to do with the free and easy hospitality you find along the 
road. Late at night the innkeeper of a little crossroads hotel 
answers your pounding, "I'm tired and in bed but help 
yourselves and go out quiet in the mornin'." 


Driving over the high tableland of Wyoming, you get a 


feeling of moving across the^top of the world. Even the dis- 
tant, snow-capped mountains seem far below as well as 
far away. It's perfectly level except for the flat-topped 
mesas which appear here and there. "Them's mountains," 
explains a sheepherder, "that's been sawed off by friction 
with the sky." 


Either that or the wind had something to do with it. 


It blows hard in this country, .'-o hard they tell you that a 
gang of coal miners near Rawlins worked all night hacking 
a new shaft and only* discovered after dawn they'd blasted 
a SHWoot tunnel through the ~solid windr~±n March and 
April it's the Chinook, the warm, dry wind that brings 
Wyoming's sudden spring. In the summer the Winds carry 
cloudbursts and hailstorms and in the winter sudden bliz- 
zards that can block the road in a matter of hours with 
drifts 40 feet deep.
